POSITION DESCRIPTION:

The individual in this position is an employee of AmeriCorps 4H that will perform duties for Des Moines
County Conservation (DMCC), as set out in this document, under the direct supervision of the
Environmental Education Manager. This individual prepares and executes summer programming for
youth ages 3-13 years old. This individual will promote conservation through environmental education
and interpretation. Conservation education, and outdoor recreation programs are delivered to the
public, summer camp participants, and local school groups. This individual is also expected to help with
the care and maintenance of Des Moines County Conservation’s parks and natural areas by participating
in beautification and conservation practices.

e Use creativity to develop and deliver at least 2 conservation lessons/activities per month.

e Attend appropriate training sessions as assigned by the Environmental Education Manager and
AmeriCorps 4-H

e Participate in at least 2 conservation events. This can include but is not limited to, an activity
table at The Outdoor Youth Jamboree event, create an invasive species removal event, and the
End of Summer Celebration.




e Develop and deliver 2 new public programs about conservation or recreation.
